Smedley Resigns As 
Justice of Peace 

Accepts Position As 
Superintendent At 
Bryn Mawr College 

Another magistrate resigned in 
Narberth Borough this week. 

This is the second magistrate to 
turn in his resignation within a 
year's time. 

He is Horace T. Smedley, 211 
Grayling av.. who was elected in 
1937 to serve a six-year term. Mr. 
Smedley has been appointed .sup- 
erintendent of grounds and build- 
ings at Bryn Mawr College and will 
live in a house on the campus. 

Mr. Smedlcy's resignation was 
sent directly to Governor James at 
Karn.sburg. The appointment to fill 
the vacancy is also made by Gov- 
ernor James. 

The first magistrate to resign was 
Nov I Gow'.and. To fill the vacan- 
cy Governor James appointed Otto 
Duer, who is now presiding as mag- 
istrate in the Borough. Both Gow- 
land and Smedley, Republican can- 
didates for the office, were elected 
at the same time. 

According to one of the resigning 
magistrates, there is not enough 
minor judiciary business in Narberth 
Borough to support two magistrates. 
The limited income in connection 
with the office, he said, is not suf- 
ficient to adequately cover expenses 
and time consumed in transacting 
the minor judiciary business. 



Doctors Support Drive To 
Safeguard Children's Health 



President Roosevelt's May Health 
Day proclamation, calling for the 
immunization of children against 
diphtheria and small-pox is fiinding 
cooperation among main line doc- 
tors. 

Dr. D. Stewart Polk In a recent 
statement said, "May Day marks the 
beginning of our annual drive 
against diphtheria. The doctors of 
the main line are agreed that all 
children should be immunized 
against diphtheria and small-pox 
before they have reached the age 
of one year. 

"A recent check-up by the city of 
Philadelphia showed that there 
were fewer cases of diphtheria per 
100.000 population in Philadelphia 
than there arc in Montgomery 
County. It is time for Montgomery 
County to take the lead in the pro- 
tection of all of our children, against 



these deadly and entirely prevent- 
able diseases." 

Diphtheria is a disease of children 
primarily, and over eighty percent 
of the deaths from this Infectious 
disease occur in the first four years 
of life. Because the inherited im- 
munity lasts only from six to ten 
months, the ideal time for immuni- 
zation is early in the second half 
of the first year. 

From the United States Public 
Health reports of January 9, 1942. 
there were 15.536 cases of diphtheria 
reported in United States. Of these 
1,467 deaths occurred, or one death 
to every eleven cases. 

The death rate from small-pox. 
also preventable, has fallen great'v 
with immunization. Data for the 
United States shows that of 2,79 > 
cases reported in 1940 only fifteen 
deaths resulted.

Students Withdraw Money 
To Invest in War Bonds 

Indications are that many stu- 
dents in the Lower Merion School 
District are withdrawing their school 
savings to invest them in defense 
saving stamps and bonds. 

Superintendent of Schools F. A. 
Dubois reported to the School 
Beard Monday night that during the 
ihrce months period of 1942, ending 
March 31, 143 accounts were closed 
and only 44 new accounts opened. 
During this period $2503.38 was de- 
posited and $1569.35 withdrawn. The 
total on deposit is $9893.17 and the 
number of accounts 1540. 

In Senior High School $619.10 
defense stamps have been sold, in 
Ardmorc Junior High $834.60, and 
in Bila-Cynwyd Junior High 
S1838.70.

INFORMATION 



QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
ABOUT SUGAR RATIONING 

The following is a series designed to answer frequently 
asked questions regarding the coming rationing of sugar to con- 
sumers on May 4 through May 7. Questions of rationing to in- 
dustrial users are not dealt with herein. 

Q. Who will receive War Rationing Books? 

A. Everyone in the United States, of every age, race and 
nationality, is entitled to a War Ration Book with three ex- 
ceptions. 

Q. What are the exceptions? 

A. ( 1 ) Members of the Armed Services who regularly 
receive rations in kind. 

(2) People confined to institutions, who are regularly fed 
by town, city, county. State or Federal government. 

(3) Long-term hospital patients, or those in similar private 
institutions, who are eating at the hospital or institution. 

Q. What if a person is in the hospital only temporarily at 
the time of registration? 

A. A war ration book may be issued for him or her to an 
adult in a family unit. It must be signed by him or her and 
turned over to hospital authorities. The hospital should return 
the book when the patient leaves the hospital. 

p. What is considered as a family unit? 

A. The regulations define a family unit as: "A group of 
two or more individuals consisting of all persons who are living 
together in the same household, including persons who are tern- 
porarily absent therefrom, who are related by blood or marriage. 

P. What if a person eats his meals in a boarding house7 

A. He still will be entitled to a ration book which he will 
have to turnover to the people who operate the establishment. 

p. What about invalids who are not members of family 
units? 

A. Such persons who are unable to appear before a regis* 
trar may have application made by a guardian or other author- 
ized person. This, however, must not be construed to authoriie 
issuance to persons in institutions. 

. p. Is it true that it is planned to halt sugar sales for a 
period before registration day? 

A. Yes. Sales will be stopped from April 27, 1942, till 
May 5, 1942, arid thereafter people will be required to use 
their sugar ration books. 

P. Will there be special provisions made for householders 
who must use sugar for preserving and canning?

COURT RULES IN EQUITY ACTION 
OF MAIN LINE B. AND L. CASE 
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Preliminary objections to an 
equity action started by Ralph E 
Springer. Alvin E. Shull and Rob- 
ert Scott Noone, liquidating trus- 
tees of the Main Line Building 
and Loan Association, of Ardmore, 
against Robert C. Wlnthrop, Lower 
Merion, are sustained in an opin- 
ion handed down by Judge Harold 
G. Knight, on the ground that the 
plaintiffs have an adequate rem- 
edy at law. 

The bill, disclosing a rather un- 
usual situation, alleged that In 
1928 Winthrop and his wife, Re- 
becca, executed a mortgage for 
$15,000 to the Main Line Building 
and Loan Association secured upon 
a Lower Merion apartment house. 
The mortgage was subject to a first 
mortgage of $40,000. 

November 16, 1932, the mort- 
gagors being in default, the Build- 
ing Association caused a judgment 
to be entered against them for over 
$12,000, and issued an attachment 
execution, by which the rents Of 
the 11 apartments were attached, 
and the tenants thereof named as 
garnishees. 
Entered Into 'Agreement' 

The Building Association and 
Winthrop then entered into an 
"agreement,- by which Winthrop 
*ras to collect the rents, take care 

* «►•/..• 



and pay over the net amount each 
month to the Building Association 

In consideration, it was agreed 
that Winthrop was to have the 
use of one apartment free, and the 
Building Association was to pay the 
interest on the first mortgage and 
the taxes. Any balance was to be 
credited to the mortgage of the 
Building Association. 

Winthrop opened an account with 
a bank, designated "Dreycott Apart- 
ments, Robert C. Winthrop, Agent," 
and into this account Winthrop 
placed the income from the apart- 
ment and made all payments in 
accordance with the above arrange- 
ment, keeping $100 in the fund and 
accounting for the balance to the 
Association. 

This arrangement continued for 
nine years with both parties com- 
plying with its terms,. 
Voluntary Liquidation 

The Building Association, in 1937. 
went into voluntary liquidation and 
plaintiffs in the equity action are 
the liquidating trustees. The ar- 
rangement described was continued 
until November 1, 1941. 

Winthrop allegedly refused to 
account for the rents collected by 
him on or about November 1, 1941. 
and the bill was brought asking an 
j^ountlng.

Prepare Data and 
Speed Up Work 

Everything is in readiness for the 
trade registration for sugar ration- 
ing, which will be held in the Lower 
Merion Senior High School, Mont- 
gomery avenue, Ardmore, next Tues- 
day and Wednesday, April 28 and 29, 
between the hours of 3 p. m. and 
9 p. m. 

This registration will include all 
trade outlets, which sell or use su- 
gar commercially, within the ter- 
ritory covered by Local Rationing 
Boards Nos. 3 and 4 — all of Lower 
Merlon Township and the boroughs 
of Narberth and West Conshohoc- 
ken. It might be explained that 
the territory of each rationing 
board is the same as that of each 
draft board, with Board No. 3 cov- 
ering Narberth and Ardmore, and 
Board No. 4 covering West Con- 
shohocken and the rest of Lower 
Merion excluding Ardmore. How- 
ever, registrants, wherever they 
are located, are to appear at the 
same registration point — the Low- 
er Merion Senior High School. 
For Trade Registrants Only 
Particular emphasis is placed on 
the fact that the registration next 
week is NOT for consumers, and 
housewives are asked not to add to 
the confusion by appearing at that 
time The registration of the con- 
suming group will take place the 
following week — on May 4, 5, 6 
and 7 — in the elementary schools 
throughout the area. 

The registration next Tuesday 
and Wednesday is exclusively for 
business firms and institutions 
which purchase sugar in bulk, in- 
cluding retailers, wholesalers, man- 
ufacturers, restaurants, cafes tap- 
rooms and schools, colleges and in- 
stitutions which operate cafeterias. 
Prospective registrants in the trade 
group are warned to appear before 
the deadline next Wednesday eve- 
ning, as they will be unable to buy 
sugar without rationing certifi- 
cates. 

Registrants Can Speed Work 
It is estimated that approxim- 
ately one-half hour may be requir- 
ed for the registration of each 
trade registrant. In order to speed 
the work and save time for both 
registrant and registrar, it is high- 
ly desirable that the registrant 
come supplied with the following 
information: 

Restaurant and cafe operators 
would expedite matters if they 
know the amount of sugar they 
consumed in March. 1942, or the 
average consumption ' for each 
month during 1941. They must 
also be prepared to give an inven- 
tory of sugar of all forms and 
sugar syrups now at hand. 

Retailers can hasten the regis- 
tration work if they know the 
gross sales of all commodities sold 
in their stores for the week end- 
ing April 25, 1942. as well as the 
present inventory of their sugar 
stocks. They must also be able to 
report the number of pounds of 
sugar delivered to them in Novem- 
ber 1941. 

Churches and institutions, which 

hold occasional benefit suppers 

and dinners, need not apply for 

rationing certificates next week.

Narberth Borough taxpayers are going to be put to a little 
extra expense to prove to themselves, that, which most of them 
already know, that their councilmen are above suspicion. 

Yet, there doesn't seem to be any way out of the difficulty 
that arose over a reduction in the assessment of properties at 
221 and 227 N. Narberth av., Narberth, nor, likewise, any way 
out of the difficulty that these properties are owned by Roland 
Fleer, president of the Borough Council. 

It is, in toto, one of those things in which a little rightful 
and natural pride has become involved on both sides. Now that 
certain things have been said and certain elementary stops 
taken, it would be a major proposition for these steps to be 
retraced. 

With an eye to the Borough tax income, Henry P. Carr, 
Council's finance chairman, has been hammering away for an 
equalization of assessments for sometime. When a reduction of 
36.34 percent in these properties appeared, Mr. Carr automa- 
tically objected. He considered it councilmanic duty. 

Mr. Fleer has similar ideas of duty, civic responsibility and 
official integrity. When the issue was once raised he was placed 
in the position, as a public official, of seeing that it was fully 
investigated and carried to its proper conclusion.

It is planned to make special provision for such house- 
The details will be announced in the near future. 
How many stamps are there in one War Ration Book? 
Twenty-eight. 

How much sugar will I be able to get with each stamp? 
At the beginning each stamp will enable you to buy 
one pound of sugar for the first two week period. Future alloca- 
tions will be officially announced before each ration period. 

Q. Can I get the same amount of sugar with each stamp? 

A. Not necessarily. The ration of sugar may be changed 
from time to time according to the total supply of sugar in the 
country. The changes will be given the widest possible publicity. 

Q. Will a person who is in a jail or similar institution re- 
ceive a ration book when he is released? 

A. He will be entitled at that time to go to his local 
rqtioning board and get his ration book. 

Q. Must all members of the family apply for their war 
ration books individually? 

A. No. Only two classes of people may apply. They are: 
I A) Individuals of any age who qre not a part of any family unit. 
(|) Individuals who are applying for an entire family unit. One 
adult member 18 years of age or over, or any married member 
of the family unit and ONE ONLY is permitted to apply for War 
Ration Books for each and every member of the family unit. 

Q. Can a person who is not a member of a family unit and 
who is away from home on registration days apply wherever he 
may be? 

A. Yes. For instance, traveling salesmen, not members of 
family units, may apply wherever they happen to be. 

9> What about persons who are members of family units 
but who are away from home for a week or two? — a traveling 
salesman for example? 

A. They should be considered as a member of the family 
unit. Wives or other responsible members of the family may 
apply for their books. 

9. What if a person is away for two or three months — 
say a college student? 

A. He must apply for and get his own book in the town 
where he is temporarily residing. 

9. What about minors who are not members of a family 
unit? 

A. Application for ration books for persons under 1 8 years 
of ago who are not members of family unit may be made by a 
guardian or other responsible adult. 

Q. Suppose I do not wish to buy sugar at all? 

A- Then the thing for you to do is to register like every- 
one else, but don't take a ration book.

XX LOT of good books have been written by American for- 
eign correspondents about their experiences abroad, but there have 

been almost none by European corre- 
spondents in America. An exception is 
the current Book-of-the-Month Club se- 
lection, "The Making of Tomorrow," 
by Raoul de Roussy de Sales. 

De Sales came to America in 1932 as 
foreign correspondent for the newspaper 
Paris-Soir. He won a prize as the best 
correspondent of the year from the 
United States, which was a joke, his 
friends say, because there was no second 
best. 

He is descended from French royalty 
on both sides of his family — the de Rous- 
raoul de roussy de sales gyg and the de gales, but he dropped the 
prefix "Count" to his name when he first came here, as he didn't think 
titles had any place in America. He also boasts an American grand- 
mother. His most famous ancestor, Francois de Sales, was canonized 
the patron saint of journalists. 

He has had a number of articles published in the Atlantic Monthly; 
and about a year ago he edited "My New Order," a collection of 
Hitler's speeches, which were in themselves a damning criticism of the 
Nazi program. 

At present de Sales is one of the three leading representatives of 
Colonel de Gaulle and the Free France forces in this country. 

"The Making of Tomorrow" is a thought-provoking analysis of the 
present world situation and the steps the author believes must be taken 
to build a democratic world of the future. Writes Henry Seidel Canby 
in the current issue of the Book-of-the-Month Club News: "Nobody 
can guarantee that de Sales has all the answers or even that all his 
answers are right, but surely no book has appeared which seems better 
guidance, which is more challenging to every American, and which has 
so many definitely new ideas about which we shall all want to think 
and talk."

Another Frenchman with a colorful name is the famous French 
flier — Antoine de St. Exupery. After 
the publication of his new book, 
"Flight to Arras," which he wrote in 
New York, St. Exupery went to Cali- , 
fornia for a brief vacation.

Stories from Nazi-occupied countries are so grim, it's a relief once in 
a while to come across one that makes you laugh — at the Nazis. Here's 

one from the chapter on Denmark in 
a new collection of reports of the 
people's resistance in the invaded 
countries, titled "The Sixth Column."

To our knovledge there isn't a 
single, tennis or badminton court in 
the township that can be used with, 
out paying a fee to a commcrcia 
operator. We suppose those who 
like to play tennis and badminton 
don't complain much about th; 
small fee but it doesn't seem right 
that Haverfoid Township resident; 
should have to pay for the privilege 
of playing tennis and badminton 
whereas Lower Morion residents, ioi 
example, have the choiie of anj 
number of free courts. 

We're sure a. survey would show 
Dial three times as many people in 
Lower Merion p ay tennis than 
those in Haverford Township sim- 
ply because on one side of the 
township line they can play foi 
nothing while on the other thc\ 
have to put cash on tnc line. 

One only has to look around his 
immcd.ate neighborhood to see 
what a hold liaskctball has on the 
youngsters. Anything from the rim 
ol a peach basket to the regulation 
Iron basket adorn garages, telegraph 
poles and makeshift backboards in 
vacant lots.
